If  the  above  were  sent  <>ut  as  a  cam¬ 
paign  joke  we  should  let  it  stain  1  as 
one  of  the  beat  of  the  season.  It  is 
intended,  however,  to  convince  some 
credulous  }iersons  tliat  there  is  a  reas¬ 
onable:  certain t)  of  the  election  of  the 
Prohibition  ticket- 

The  vote  for  Anaemblyman ; .  in'  N ov. 
1885,  stood  as  follows :  Underhill, 
Republican,  1269;  Alilbom,  Democrat, 
1247  ;  .{Merritt,  Prohibition,  457.  The 
whole  vote  cast  was  2973.  It  will 
therefore  be  seen  that  the  Prohibition 
ticket  had  less  than  one  in  six  of  all 
votes  chat.  , 

The  chief  loss  to  the  Republican 
candidate  was  in  this  township,  where 
personal  feeling  ‘entered  in4p  the  can¬ 
vass  to  an  unusual  extent.  But  for 
this  circumstance,  many  of  these  votes 
would  never  have  been  cast  for  the 
Prohibition  candidate,  and  cannot  be 
counted  upon  in  the  present  election. 
The  assumption  therefore,  that  “  the 
contest  this  year  will  be  between  Mr. 
Merritt  and  the  Democratic  nominee,” 
is  89  unwarranted  as  to  suggest  a 
question  of  the  sanity  or  honesty  of 
Vhe  Prohibition  leaders. 

No  doubt  if  the  Republican  party 
shall  be  disrupted,  and  if  every  man 
who  voted  for  Mr.  Merritt  last  year 
will  do  so  again,  and  if  every  such 
man  carries  in  his  vest-pocket  two 
other  tiotes,  which  he  will  deliver  to 
the  Prohibition  candidate  on  election 
day,  he  will  be  elected,  that  is  if  the 
Democratic  ticket  is  not  so  swollen  by 
the  disruption  of  the  said  Republican 
party  as  to  command  a  majority  of 
votes.  '1 

We  have  hitherto  given  the  adhe¬ 
rents  of  the  Prohibition  party  the  cred¬ 
it  of  hocesty  in  their  convictions.  The 
present  circular  would  seem  to  indi-f 
cate  that  past  successes  have  complete 
ly  turned  the  heads  of  the  leaders  of 
tjys  third  party  movement.  It  must 
lie  remembered  that  as  yet  no  candi¬ 
date  haB  been  chosen  by  either  of  the 
parties;  yet  a  deli  Iterate  attempt  is 
making  to  so  split  the  Republican  par 
tv  as  to%ive  the  election  to  the  Dein 
ocratic  candidate  whoever  he  may!  be. 
Thip,  too,  iu  a  year  when  a  U.  SL  Sen 
ator  is  to  be  elected,  and  when  a  sin¬ 
gle  vote,  may  throw  both  branches  of 
the  National  government  into  Demo¬ 
cratic  hands.  Is  it  too  much  to  say 
that  this  is  the  exact  result  aimed  at  ? 
At  least,  such  a  termination  of  the 
canvass  would  please  them  greatly. 
The  Prohibition  leaders  do  nut  like  to 
Jiave  it  «id  that  their  party  is  but  a 
tail  to  the  Democratic  kite,  yet  they 
push  thair  canvass  with  vigor,  realiz¬ 
ing  that  the  only  result  of  a  consider 
^able  Republican  bolt  will  be  the  ejec¬ 
tion  of  the  Democratic  ticket.  At  the 
same  time  they  know  and  admit  that 
no  temperance  legislation  can  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  a  Democratic  Assembly, 
and  that  the  majority  of  the  old  Re 
publican  associates  are  clearly  oppos 
ed  to  their  plans  and  purposes. 

The  present  appeal  for  votes  is  oon- 
ceived  in  the  worst  spirit  of  party  hate 
/  and  rancor.  It  is  upon  its  face  an  as¬ 
tonishing  piece  of  political  jugglery  to 
emanate  from  a  party  of  temperance, 
who  claim  to  act  from  the  purest  mo¬ 
tives,  and  to  conduct  their  canvass  up¬ 
on  a  high  moral  plane.

still  exists  in  sotne  minds.  With  all 
their  conceded  advantages  sutue  op¬ 
pose  them  because  of  their  lack  of  re 
ligious  teaching:  some  ljeeause  of 
their  excessive  <  ietn<  »cracy.  Private 
schools  to  a  considerable  extent  meet 
the  requirements  of  these  unsatisfied 
people.  There  i*  another  class  unable 
to  pay  for  private  teaching,  and  un¬ 
willing  to  avail  themselves  of  public 
facilities  whose  children  are  permitted 
to  grow  up  ignoramuses,  liecause  of 
their  jiarents'  foolish  pride.  This  poor 
pride  exists  in  the  families  of  tliose 
who  think  themselves  too  good  to  as 
aociate  with  the  children  of  working 
people.  It  is  the  outcome  of  the  lofty 
contempt  for  work  so  common  among 
Americans;  a  contempt  which  much 
stem  experience  of  poverty  scarcely 
eradicates.  Yet  truth  compels  the  ac¬ 
knowledgment  th^t  an  income  is  val 
uable  even  at  the  risk  of  soiled  bands, 
and  that  no  amount  of  toploftiness  can 
atone  for  the  lac  t  of  a  knowledge  of 
reading,  writing  flind  arithmetic.  The 
thin  veil  of  wounded  pride  worn  by 
such  people  is  easily  penetrated  by 
the  keen  eye  of  the  world,  with  the 
certainty  that  curiosity  will  in  many 
cases  issue  only  in  contempt,  seeing 
how  foolishly  they  waste  their  oppor¬ 
tunities. 

The  increase  of  schools  and  colleges, 
libraries,  cheap  bboks  and  papers,  has 
had  a  marked  effect  within  a  few  years 
in  advancing  the  intelligence  of  the 
community.  It  has  not  perhaps  in 
creased  the  number  of  scholars  and 
professional  men  so  greatly  as  the 
number  of  educated  business  men. 
College  men  are  Ipoown  in  every  pro¬ 
fession  and  branch  of  manqfacturing. 
mining  and  commercial  work.  High 
school  graduates  ill  the  most  impor 
taut  <  1  Sices  of  priv  ate  and  public  busi¬ 
ness.  The  practical  education  is  that 
which  developes  live  and  practical 
men.  It  is  no  lor  ger  wise  to  imagine
